General which has its purpose the 
simplifying anj fuciliting of ship- 
ments of farm products by parce) 
post over a larger area. Fruits, but- 
ter, eggs, fowls, vegetables etc., may 
be sent to any postoffice that can be 
reached within a reasonable length 
of time, without spoiling, in crates 
boxes, baskets and other suitable 
containers which will properly pro- 
tect them and prevent the escape 
of the contents contained therein. 
The previous rule was that 
cgg< 


only could be packed in this man- 
ner, and then only for local deliv- 
ery," and that other products coult 
be shipped only to points within the 
second zone, within a radius .of 150 
miles.

BY U-BOAT RAIDS 


German submarines 
operating 


on this side of the Atlantic have * 
been responsible for the loss of 
21,000,000 pounds of sugar. 
Practically all of the sugar lost * 
was aboard 
the Carolina and * 


the Yinland, destroyed withia * 
the last week, Mr. Hoover added. * 
The Carolina was bringing al- * 
most her entire cargo of stigar 
while the Yinland carried noth- 
ing else. 
Varying smaller amounts were ' 
aboard some of the other vessels. ' 
The loss while a comparatively ' 
heavy one, is not serious enough 
to cause the food administrator 
great worry over keeping up ' 
the supply to the allies. By fur- 
ther conservation and cutting 
down on the manufacture 
of 


luxuries using sugar, it is be- 
lieved the amount may L'e made 
without any hardship to the peo- 
ple generally. 
Mr. Hoover may announce ear- 
ly next week a supplemental pro 
gram for saving sugar or lower- 
ing the percentage of sugar that 
may be used by the manufactur- 
ers.

Palace of Registration-City Hail, Rhinelander 


For failure to register, a German alien female, In addition to all other 


penalties prescribed by law, Is liable to restraint, Imprisonment and deten- 
tion for the duration of the war, or to give security, or to removal and de- 
parture from the United States. An alien female required to register who 
shall, after the date fixed for Issuance to her of a registration card, be found 
without having her registration card on her person Is liable to penalties. 


Any American woman who married a German or other foreigner takes 


nationality ol her husband and must register. The martial relation Is term 
inated only by death or absolute divorce. The wife of a citizen or subject of 
Germany who has not acquired naturalization In the United States and their 
foreign.born female children of fourteen years and upward now within the 
United Stales are German alien females and rtqulred to register, except 
those foreign-born children as have separately acquired naturalization or 


prior to April 6,1917, have married American citizens. The marriage of a 
German alien widow to an American citizen prior to April 6,1917, naturaliz- 
es as American citizens herself and such of her foreign-born minor children 
as were dwelling In the United States at the time of such marriage or who 
became permanently residents of the United States before reaching their 


majority. 


In addition to filling out three registration affidavits, the alien female Is 


required to furnish three photographs, three Inches by three inches, of her- 


self, and have prints of each thumb and finger, togelhsr with the plain Im- 
pression of the four fingers of both hands taken simultaneously.

THE LOCAL BOARD 


The deferment 
on 
agricultural 


ground of class 1 men when their 
oVder number is reached is exclu- 
sively in the jurisdiction of the lo- 
cal board. Tliis is the substance of 
a message received by the Oneida 
County Board of Exemption. From 
the decision of the board there can 
be no appeal to the District Board 
of Exemption or to the Governor 
Registrants cannot be sent to eith- 
er of the offices mentioned to seek 
deferment. This is entirely the dut> 
of the local board. The new rulin 
will undoubtedly save much 
lime 


and expense in aiding classification 
and reclassification of registrants. 


Physical examinations of the new 


registrants in class 1 will not be 
conducted until they have filed their 
questionnaires. This will be in the 
course of a month. The board has 
not yet been instructed as to the 
procedure of fixing order numbers. 
None of the men will be inducted 
until they have received their order 
and serial number. When the reg- 
istrant has received them he may 
enlist if he obtains 
a 
certificate 


from the local board showing that 
he is not in the current quota. Reg- 
istrants who have been married af- 
ter passage of the draft act will be 
considered carefully and if the evi- 
dence warrants 
classification 
in 


class 1 the board will proceed to 
do so.
